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FOR STREETS 


More About Trees Suitable for 
Street Planting—Varied 
Forms of Beauty 
in Nature. 


(By Louis A. Greata.) 

Before leaving the question of street 
trees, attention should be directed to 
some others of great excellence. The 
following may be cited: 

Canary Island Pine. 

Colorado Blue Spruce. 

Spanish Fir. 

I am informed that the Canary Island 
Pine is most highly indorsed by Mr. 
T. P. Lukens, so well known in con¬ 
nection with the re-foresting of our 
region, a keen observer, an enthusiastic 
tree lover and a veteran in experience. 

The Cedar of Lebanon is beautiful, 
svmmetrical tree, a fast grower and if 
ware better known would be planted 
much more extensively. The Spanish 
Fir is described as a medium sized, tap¬ 
ering tree from the mountains of Cen¬ 
tral Spain, one of the most ornamental 
of the European firs. 

There is some confusion in the vari¬ 
ous names. Spruce, Fir, Cedar, etc. 
In Leavitt's Outlines of Botany (the 
flora) under Abies, Fir, he remarks: 
“The names Abies and Picca for Fir and 
Spruce are just oppositely used by dif¬ 
ferent authors. Linnaeus employed the 
former for Spruce, the latter for Fir, 
and so do .some late writers. The 
ancients used the names just the other 
way, and the later botanists mostly fol- j 
low them.” The following names are j 
used in a catalog wliich is probably the i 
most accurate of any: 

Abies concdlor. White Fir. 

Abies Nordraanniana, Nordraan’s Fir. 

Chamaecyparis Lawsoniana, Lawson 
Cyprus. 

Crytomeria Japonica, Japanese Cedar, j 

Crytomeria Japonica, var. elegans, j 
Elegant Japanese Cedar. It is best to i 
learn the botanical names, in this in- j 
stance very musical. j 

Picea pungens glaucia, Colorado or j 
Kaster’s Blue Spruce. j 

Pseudotsuga Dou glasii, Douglas 
Spruce. 

The latter is by some catalogued as 
Abies Douglasii, to which genus it had 
been referred but it differs in some 
technical characteristics from the genus 
Abies. 

STANDARDS OK BEAUTY. 

There are so many forms of beauty 
that it cannot be said of any tree, .shrub, 
vine, flower or other plant that it is the 
best or most beautiful. Yet the selec¬ 
tion between any two plants should 
never be haphazard if perfection is to 
be sought. While the general taste is 
still enthusiastic over extensive blazing 
flcral effects, the most critical seek the 
exquisitely delicate beauty of the 
blending greens of foliage and that of 
form. Looking from the foothills there 
are many such enchanting, park-like ef¬ 
fects. It does not seem that the most 


carefully considered plans could prb- 
duce equal results. Some good angel 
has blessed this place in that respect. 

But in our gardens we of course want 
color, some times vivid and more often 
of the much more lovely delicate hues. 
This digression arises from the fact that 
these papers are not intended to be 
formal and also for the reason that 
stress laid upon the plants mentioned 
does not preclude many others. One of 
the Acacias should be incluaed in the 
above list, Acacia melanoxylon. This 
is a fast growing species and a fine, 
pyramidal growth when young, eventu¬ 
ally making a spreading top. 

It has been supposed that the spread¬ 
ing was due to topping, but this has not 
been indicated in the trees I have seen. 
The pyramid is a common form in 
young plants and is not so in trees that 
have attained their height. It is a 
natural beginning since, as the main 
axis elongates and puts out new 
branches the lower ones are lengthen¬ 
ing. Every kind of tree has its own 
character in branching and it corre¬ 
sponds with its fibro-vascular system. 
This is carried out to such an extent 
that in most leaves the branching of the 
veins will correspond with that of the 
tree. Forms such as the Lombardy 
Poplar and most of the tall, narrow 
trees are special varieties obtained by 
selection. The Pine family is an ex¬ 
ception in haying a goodly number of 
pyramidal forms retained in maturity. 
In the leaves of Pines the fibro-vascular 
bundles are parallel. 

NOTES ON SHRUBS. 

In preparing to plant shrubs in front 
of a wall that reflects heat it is best to 
plant some fast growing vine such as 
Pucraria, Moon Vine, etc. It will 
make a vast difference to young plants 
at a most important stage of growth. 

The urging of the use of our native 
shrubs is not a plea of a sentimental 
character. That is not necessary. In a 
carefully selected list of more than a 
hundred of the choicest horticultural 
shrubs introduced, there is not one that 
will, under the conditions referred to, 
fully equal the Prunus ilicifolia. One 
of the most popular and beautiful 
horticultural shrubs, Spirea (Bridal 
Wreath) is a shabby looking plant for 
months. And it has no fragrance. One 
of our commonest Buckthorns, Ceano- 
thus crassifollius, is often taken for a 
Spirea but it is more graceful than a 
Spirea because it does not form a dense 
clump and there is not a day in the 
year when the leaves look shabby. It 
is true that Spirea Reavesiana in its 
season and before it has become too 
dense a clump is something unsurpassed, 
possibly unequaled for beauty and 
grace. There should be a place for this 
lovely beauty of spring in every garden.

WILL TALK GAS TUESDAY 

Here ia a Proposition to Supply This 
City With Gas for Lighting and 
Fuel Purposes. 

All citizens, ladies included, are 
invited to attend a public meeting 
of the Sierra Madre Board of Trade 
to consider the securing of gas for 
Sierra Madre, at the City Hall, 
Tuesday evening, Sept. 22, at 8 p. ni. 

Mr. R. J. Dunn, vice president of the 
Standard Gas and Electric Co., of Los 
Angeles has been in the city this week 
looking over the possibilities of the 
situation for a gas plant. His company 
is a construction company, rather than 
a promoting concern, though they will 
assist in financing a new plant at the 
beginning if desired. However, they 
prefer to have the stock taken by local 
people and this has been their plan of 
operation at Huntington Beach and 
other places where they have installed 
plants. Mr. Dunn will return to go 
over the matter with the Board of Trade 
and other citizens who may be in¬ 
terested. He says a gas plant in the 
local situation would be entirely feasi¬ 
ble and a money maker with gas at 
reasonable prices. 

ANOTHER CLEAN-UP DAY 

Board of Trade Takes up the Annual 
Cleaning up of the City for 
Near Future. 

A general cleaning up day for Sierra 
Madre was about the most important 
business taken up at Monday night’s 
meeting of the Board of Trade. After 
some discussion President Keyes was 
directed to appoint a committee to en¬ 
gineer the project, with the suggestion 
that the date be Saturday, Oct. 17. Mr. 
Keyes named Messrs, F. R, Yerxa, C. J. 
Pegler, N. H. Hosmer, A. S. Mead and 
C, F. Gray. They will meet soon and or¬ 
ganize for the campaign for a cleaner, 
better looking city. 

Along the same line were two resolu¬ 
tions passed and ordered sent to the 
city and school trustees. The city fa¬ 
thers were requested to direct the street 
superintendent to properly enforce the 
ordinance requiring the proper trim¬ 
ming of street trees, which has been a 
dead letter in effect. 

The school trustees were requested to 
take steps to improve the appearance of 
the school grounds, which are at present 
sadly out of harmony with the beautifut 
building. Co-operation of school faculty 
and scholars would work wonders in 
this respect if properly supported by 
those in authority.

ON NT. WILSON 

Some of the Things Which Make 
the Trip Worth While— 
the Sunrise From 
Echo Rock. 


Few communities are so richly blessed 
as is Sierra Madre in the virtual posses¬ 
sion of a mountain like Mount Wilson. 
Within a few hours of not too difficult 
travel is a veritable fairyland for the 
lover of nature and the beautiful, 
whether a scientist or not. Too many 
Sierra Madre people have cheated 
themselves out of one of the most de¬ 
lightful mountain trips in the world. 
And many a resident of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia has traveled far to see Mt, 
Tamalpasis, Lake Tahoe or the Yosemite 
who has never enjoyed the wonders of 
the mountains at his very gate. These 
beautiful autumn days are a good time 
to reform. 

The beauties of the so-called “old 
trail” are fairly well known, for at least 
a part of the way up. The thousands 
who have traveled only to the “quarter 
way” have seen one of the most delight¬ 
ful portions of the trail. But over the 
whole length of the trail should be 
posted signs reading: “Better Higher 
Up.” Every turn reveals some new 
beauty to the climber with “only half 
an eye.” 

Perhaps the greatest surprise of the 
trail comes to the climber when, with¬ 
out a warning suggestion of what he is 
to see, he suddenly comes out on top of 
the ridge dividing the Little Santa 
Anita from the west fork of the Big 
Santa Anita canyon. The magnificent 
panorama of mountain and canyon in¬ 
variably brings exclamations of delight 
from the traveler who is glad enough to 
pause for a rest while enjoying the 
scene. 

A little more climbing and the wide 
toll road is reached, which may be fol¬ 
lowed past Martin’s Camp and all the 
way to the peak. The first thing the 
average traveler thinks of on arriving 
at the peak is something to eat. And 
lucky is he who times his assent so as 
to reach the top just in time for one of 
those bounteous meals at the Mt. Wilson 
hotel. Manager Ross knows the re¬ 
quirements of a mountain appetite and 
plans accordingly. 

WHAT IS WORTH SEEING. 

The possibilities of Mt. Wilson in the 
way of interesting side trips, with or 
without climbing, are practically un¬ 
limited. Every vantage point has its 
own distinctive view, and each changes 
with the progress of Old Sol across the 
heavens. The “inverted bowl we call 
the sky” has increased in size for the 
dweller in the valley- The edge is 
more jagged and we look downward to 
it on all sides save the few points 
where peaks higher than Mt. Wilson 
make particularly deep notches in the 
rim.

The articles by Mr. Louis A. Greata, 
now running in the News, have been 
read with interest by a large number of 
people. Some have wondered why 
common names were not given rather 
than botanical names for many of the 
plants named. As explained by Mr. 
Greata in a previous article, most oi 
them are so little known that they have 
been given no so-called common names 
except locally, these names varying 
with the locality where they are found. 
One purpose of the articles is to intro¬ 
duce to the reader plants little known, 
even though they grow wild on our 
own mountains. The non-technical 
reader whose interest is aroused in any 
of the plants named should consult 
some reliable nurseryman.
